4th row. —Like 3rd row. ** 

Keeping continuity of pattern as given from ** to ** 
increase once at beginning of needle in next and every 
following 4th row until there are 66 sts. on needle. 
Work 17 rows without shaping. 

Cast off 8 sts. at beginning of next row, then decrease 
once at beginning of needle in every alternate row until 

50 sts. remain.

Work 9 rows without shaping. 

In next row, cast off 30 sts., work in pattern to end 
of row. 

Keeping continuity of pattern, decrease once at armhole 
edge in every row until 16 sts, remain.

THE RIGHT FRONT. —Work to correspond with Left 
Front,, working shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE LEFT YOKE.— Cast on 26 stitches. 

Work in pattern, as given- from ** to ** for Left 
Front, increasing once at Front Edge in 2nd and every 
row until there are 36 sts. on needle. 

Work 48 rows in pattern without shaping. 


Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

1st row. —Work in pattern to last 9 sts., turn. 

2nd and alternate rows. —Work in pattern to end of 
row. 

3rd row. —Work in pattern to last 18 sts., turn. 

5th row. —Work in pattern to last 27 sts., turn. 

6th row. —Like 2nd row. Cast off. 

THE RIGHT YOKE. —Work to correspond with Left 
Yoke, working shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE BACK.— Cast on 112 stitches. 

Work in pattern, as given from ** to ** for Front, 
increasing once at each end of needle in 5th and every 
following 4th row until there are 136 sts. on needle. 
Work 17 rows without shaping. 

Cast off 6 sts. at beginning of each of next 2 rows, 
then decrease once at each end of needle in next and 
every alternate row until 104 sts. remain. 

Work 63 rows without shaping. 

Shape for shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows. —Work in pattern to last 9 sts., turn. 
3rd and 4th rows. —Work in pattern to last 18 sts., turn. 
5th and 6th rows. —Work in pattern to last 27 sts., turn. 
7th and 8th rows. —Work in pattern to last 36 sts., turn. 
9th row. —Work in- pattern to end of row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES.— Cast on 94 stitches. 

Work in pattern as given from ** to ** for Left Front, 
increasing once at each end of needle in 5th and every 
following 4th row until there are 116 sts. on needle. 
Work 5 rows without shaping. 

Cast off 5 sts. at beginning of each of next 2 rows. 
Decrease once at each end of needle in next and every 
alternate row until 62 sts. remain, then in every row 
until 36 sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP BOLERO. —With a slightly damp cloth 
and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up shoulder and 
sleeve seams. Using Crochet Hook, work 1 row d.c. 
in Blue, White, Cherry, Blue and Cherry round front 
edges of Yoke, and across back of neck, keeping front 
of work facing in every row and taking back loop of 
previous row only. Sew up side seams. Using Crochet 
Hook, work 1 row d.c. in colours (as given for Yoke) 
round outer edge of Bolero, rounding front edges to 
match yoke. Sew yokes to curved edges of Fronts, 
allowing them to overlap slightly. Sew in sleeves, placing 
seam to seam. Using Crochet Hook, work 1 row d.c. 
in colours (as given for Yoke) round lower edges of 
sleeves.

Work in rib on these for 1-J- ins., then make a button¬ 
hole, as follows:—Rib 7, cast off 3, rib 7. In next 
row, cast on 3 sts. over those cast off. *** 

Repeat from *** to *** twice more, then work 4 more 
rows. Break off thread, leave these sts. on a spare 
needle. For left front band, make a similar piece, but 
commence with 17 sts. and work in rib without button¬ 
holes, until band is same length as right side, after 17 
sts. have been obtained. Do not break off thread, but 
on to sts. cast on 119 sts. for collar, and to these add 
17 sts. of right front band. Work in rib on these 153 
sts. for 3 ins. Cast off loosely. 

POCKET TOPS.—Make 2 ribbed bands for pocket tops. 

Cast on 36 sts. with No. 13 Needles, and work in rib 
for -I- inch. Cast off. Sew along cast off edges of 
pockets. 

TO MAKE UP.—Do not press this pattern. Pin pocket 
backings into position, then slip stitch to wrong side of 
work. Sew up shoulder seams. Sew the left front 
band into position, slip stitching the lower edge along 
the 10 cast off sts. of the front opening. Pin the 
collar and sew into place, then sew the right front 
band into position, with the point sewn down over the 
front of the shirt. Sew buttons on left band to match 
buttonholes. Sew up side and sleeve seams. Sew in 
sleeves. Cut a length of ribbon about 15 inches long. 
Pin along the shoulder seams and across the back. 
Stitch down at each edge. This will make a firm stay 
for the shoulders and prevent the neck from sagging 

when washed.

3rd row. Cast on 2 sts., knit plain to end of row. 

Repeat 2nd and 3rd rows five [four] times (44 [40] 
sts.) 

14th [12th] row. —K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

15th [13th] row. —Knit plain to last 2 sts., turn. 

16th [14th] row. —Purl to last 2 sts., turn. 


17th [15th] row. —Knit plain to last 4 sts., turn. 

18th [16th] row. —Purl to last 4 sts., turn. 

Continue in this manner until there are 20 [20] sts. 

left in centre of needle, turn- and knit plain to end of 
row.

TO MAKE UP. —Pad with wadding and sew edges 
together, easing upper section to under section. Attach 
to sleeve seam and point to shoulder seam.
